Nazi Forces 
In Streets

The Red flag still flew over 
rubble-heaped Stalingrad to- 
day and at mid-day the Rus- 
sian high command announc- 
ed Soviet troops counter-at- 
tacking in some districts of 
the Volga metropolis had 
forced the Germans to re- 
treat. It was the 29th day of 
epic defence. 

German field headquarters as- 
serted briefly that Nazi shock 
troops had captured additional 
strongly-fortified blocks of houses 
in Stalingrad after close-quarter 
fighting. 

“Attacks don’t halt,” said dis- 
patches to the Soviet newspaper 
Pravda. ‘“Hand-to-hand clashes are 
going on in the square, on street 
crossings and in houses.” 


AT CITY'S CENTRE 

Reference to “the Square” per- 
haps indicated the Germans now 
were battling near the heart of the 
city. 

“Our units repulsed several en- 
emy attacks and advanced in some 
sectors,” the Soviet command said. 


“Men of a guards (Elite) unit, 
in stubborn fighting with the en- 
emy, wiped out more than 400 
Germans and destroyed three 
tanks and two armored cars.” 
Dispatches to the German news- 
paper Frankfurter Zeitung admit- 
ted that “the fall of Stalingrad, end 
therewith the fina! breaking up of 
the Russian front, has been delay- 
ed,” but asserted “it has not been 
put off until winter.” 


BRING UP RESERVES 

Heavy Russian guns were report- 
ed shelling the Germans from the 
east bank of the Volga, and fresh 
Soviet reserves were said to be 
crossing the river in canges to bol- 
ster the city’s hard-pressed defend- 
ers. 

Fresh Nazi troops were report- 
ed moving into action to replace 
the invaders’ terrific losses, and 
advices reaching Angara, Turkey, 
described large new movements 
of Rumanian treops en route to 
the Soviet front, A 

In the central Caucasus, the So- 
viet command said German troops 
attacking out-numbered Red army 
defenders had captured a height 
and a settlement in the Mozdok 
area, 50 miles north of the Grozny 
oil fields, but declared the Russians 
killed more than 250 Nazis before 
retiring. 

TRY TO SHIFT INTEREST 

The Berlin radio, apparently 
seeking to shift emphasis from the 
Stalingrad front, asserted that Rus- 
sian troops had been encircled on 
the central (Moscow) front after 
breaking through German lines at 


two points south of Rzhev, key Nazi 
stronghold 135 miles northwest of 
Moscow.

OTTAWA, Sept. 21—A_ final 
squeeze on civilian industry, de- 
signed to reduce non-essential 
production in Canada to levels 
achieved in the past only among 
populations physically involved in 
battle, has become the sole re- 
maining reserve of man-power in 
this country.

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'Unrest Grows 
In France Over 
Labor Decree 


By JOHN A. PARRIS 
LONDON, Sept. 22.—(BUP)— 
Unrest was spreading in occupied 
France today in answer to new 
German repressive measures and 
preparations by the Vichy gov- 


ernment to impose a forced labor 


decree by which Frenchmen 
could be compelled to slave for 
Germany. 
A United Press Vichy dispatch 
|reported that two hand grenades 
were thrown at a 
German estab- 
lishment in the 
Montmartre quar- 
ter of Paris Sat- 
urday and that a 
hand grenade was 
thrown in the Rue 
de Apennins near 
the  Batignolles 
freight yards 
Advices reach- 
ed London that 
patriots in occu- 
pied France had killed two Gestapo 
policemen in an attack on a Ger- 
man puniive detachment in the 
Paris area, that two armored cars 
and a truck had been sét afire in 
an attack on a German military 
garage and that a German military 
{train had been blown up, with un- 
[known casualties, at a station in 
the Seine department near Paris. 


WRECKS REPORTED 

There were unconfirmed repports 
that three railroad lines had been 
wrecked and numerous German 
|military trucks destroyed by pat- 
‘riots within the last 48 hours. 
|. Vichy reported that the Germans 
had arrested many persons during 
a weekend in which the Germans 
confined the 5,500,000 residents of 
the Paris area to their homes for 
36 hours out of the 54 between mid- 
night Friday and 6 a.m. today. 

It was indicated that the Ger- 
| mans had compelled Parisians to 
| remain indoors from 3 p.m. te 
| midnight Saturday and Sunday, 

in addition to keeping indoors 
during the normal midnight 

a.m, curfew hours, because they 
| feared an outbreak of organized 
violence by patriots at some se- 
lec hour during the weekend. 

As the result, according to at- 
vices, steel-helmeted German sol- 
diers with bayonetted rifles patrol- 
led the Paris streets throughout 
yesterday, wary for any sign of 
patriot activitiés. 

The Vichy government published 
| Sunday a decree calling for a 
census of all Frenchmen between 
| the ages of 18 and 50 years who are 
not working at least 30 hours a 
week. 


| CREATE LABOR POOL 

Under this decree, approved by 
the Vichy cabinet Saturday. Mar- 
shal Henri Philippe Petain and 
Pierre Laval, chief of state and 
chief of government, intend to 
create a pool of unemployed or 
partly emgloyed men who may be 
sent for forced labor “wherever the 
government judges them to be use- 
ful in the superior interests of the 
nation.” 

Other decrees specify that no 
worker may change his job without 
official permission and that no em- 
ployer may dismiss a worker with- 
out authority. 

Any man who seeks work must 
do so through a labor inspector, 
| and no employer may hire a man 
without authorization. 

Vichy dispatches emphasized that 
under the new decrees millions of 
French workers may be mobilized 
in the same manner as military 
conscripts. 

Workers of 60 industries, includ- 
ing steel, machine tool, transport, 
docks, shipyards and all other but 
buildings are included in the “labor 
stabilization” decrees. 


WOMEN NOT CALLED 

In the original decree calling for 
a forced labor census women as 
well as men were included, but for 
some reason no mention was made 
of women in the decree as publish- 
ed. 

Reports reached here of new ex- 
ecutions in Germany, including 14 
persons condemned at Karlsruhe 
and Frankfurt for listening to Al- 
lied broadcasts. 

It was reporied that in Norway, 
Vidkum Quisling, the traitor pro- 
Nazi leader, had ordered police 
to hunt down members of his 
own party who were traveling 
about ihe country in order to 
avoid being drafted for the Rus- 
sian front. 

Yugoslav quarters at Ankara, 
|'Turkey, reported that Bulgaria was 
sending two more divisions of 
troops to Yugoslavia because of 
{new patriot activities in Bulgaria 
occupied territory. According to 
these reports, an attempt was made 
}to assassinate Peter Gabrovski, Bul- 
garian interior minister, while he

Right in Our Line 


The heavy crop of feed grains has 
made it possible to draft a two-year plan 
of livestock production, as announced at 
Ottawa. The particular aim is to secure 
more bacon and more beef, in order that 
the home market can be well supplied and 
the export demands met. 

But there are some other lines of pro- 
duction also involved. More cattle mean 
not only more beef, but also more milk, 
butter and cheese. And with ample sup- 
plies of feed, poultry and eggs should be- 
come more plentiful than they are and 
have been. 

This two-year program gives meaning 
to the wheat acreage reduction measures 
of the last two years, the encouragement 

iven to the growing of other grains, the 
Freight subsidies on feed shipped to Bri- 
tish Columbia and the eastern provinces. 
More livestock is the logical “next step,” 
and is made practicable by the heavy 
crops of the present year. 

No part of Canada has more to gain 
from this development of agriculture pol- 
icy than central and northern Alberta. 
Nowhere are feed crops grown more abun- 
dantly or with more uniform success, 
And nowhere are conditions more favor- 
able for the keeping of livestock and the 
processing of the products.

(This Is “Our” War 


The loss of the Ottawa is the third 
piece of bad news that has come to Cana- 
dians in a week from the sea front, light- 
éied by the account of the sinking of an 
enemy submarine by the Assiniboine. 

Where and when the Ottawa went 
down is unknown and may not be an- 
nounced for some time. What is known 
is that it was sunk in action; fighting 
somewhere to protect ships which were 
carrying troops or munitions to a place 
where they were needed. 

Four officers and 107 others of the 
crew are missing, and presumed dead. 
There is a chance that some of the missing 
may yet turn up, for the sea has given 
back many who were supposed to be lost 
since the war began. 

Coming on the heels of the losses sus- 
tained by the Canadian troops in the raid 
on Dieppe, these sea disasters must bring 
to the nation a sobering sense of the grim 
reality of the struggle in which we are en- 
gaged, and create a feeling of comrade- 
ship among all those who have relatives 
serving in our fighting forces. 

Who that is living safely at home can 
in face of these occurences complain be- 
cause restrictions have been imposed upon 
our common ways of life? What are heavy 
taxes, restraints upon buying, the ration- 
ing of gasoline—measured agzinst the sac- 
rifices which these hundreds of our coun- 
trymen have made, or the sorrow that has 
come to hundreds of homes because of 
those sacrifices? 

We are at war, all of us; civilians not 
less really than our soldiers and sailors 
and airmen, This is “our” fight, not 
theirs only. The relatives of the fallen 
and the missing men know this, The na- 
tion at large should realize it as never 
before.

Thirty Days Lost 


Stalingrad has cost the Axis thirty 
days, many thousands of men, fleets of 
tanks, and hundreds of planes. Militarily 
the loss of time may be even more import- 
ant than the loss of men and machines. 
Winter shows signs of closing in early in 
that area, and is probably not more than 
a month away. 

On October 2nd last the Fuehrer an- 
nounced that the capture of Rostov would 
be the “last great decisive battle” of the 
year. He could say the same now in refer- 
ence to Stalingrad. Not enough time is 
left to organize another all-out offensive 
on any front before freezing weather and 
snow storms will slow down operations in 
all parts of Europe. 

Hitler has thrown into the Volga fight 
all the striking power he could muster 
without dangerously weakening some 
other sector. Nowhere else has he taken 
the offensive, save in far-off Egypt. At 
Veronezh, south of Leningrad, and on the 
Finnish sector, the Russians have attacked 
and gained ground—suggesting that Nazi 
reserves may have been drawn from those 
distant points to bolster the attack on the 
Volga city. 

Even the thrust toward the Caucasus 
oil fields has not been driven ahead with 
the customary massing of manpower and 
ground and air equipment. The German 
high command apparently did not dare 
risk too many forces in that drive with 
Stalingrad standing as an enemy bastion 
on the flank, Even should the ruins of the 
city be taken now, a winter battle among 
the Caucasian mountains would be a 
desperate gamble, 

And the Red army is still intact. A 
second summer's campaign has failed to 
accomplish the task which Hitler correctly 
Stated to be his vital objective. Against 
that failure, territorial gains do not and 
cannot give any compensating advantages, 
The ground that has been seized must be 
held, throughout the winter and after the 
winter, against an army not seriously 
weakened in manpower, schooled by ex- 
perience, and with still stronger incentive 
to hurl the invader from his soil. 

The time spent in attacking Stalingrad 
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would have been better spent, if such 
were possible, in smashing the Russian 
army in the field. Its existence, and un- 
diminished resolution, make the winning 
of territory, at the price of two millions or 
perhaps three millions of German dead 
and wounded, only a temporary success. 
The end of the second summer’s campaign 
makes certain that a third summer's cam- 
paign in the east will have to be fought.

I have said, too, and I still be- 
lieve it, that this sacrifice is an es- 
sential part of victory because we 
will have to learn how to conquer 
ourselves before we can conquer 
the enemy, that we must overcome 
our own selfishness and greed and 
vanity before we can hope to over- 
come the larger aspects of those 
vices which plague the world. 

There is, however, an exception 
to all this which requires to be 
noted. 


Unnecessary 

All that I have said, in this re- 
spect, applies only to those sacri- 
fices that are necessary and social- 
ly or nationally beneficial. 

Our people, I think, are begin- 
ning to be in that very splendid 
state of mind in which they will 
accept any sacrifice that can be 
shown to confer any real benefit 
on the country or eVen upon hu- 
manity. 

But they will not meekly accept 
sacrifices that are the fesult of 
blundering, ill-judgment or of any 
other more sinister cause. 

That, of course, is the great dis- 
tinction between sacrifice that 
exalts and sacrifice that is merely 
ridiculous.

These girls replace men who can 
do a sterner job in the front lines.

Consumers Seek | 
Improvement in | 
Grading System, 


Ways and means of improving 
grading regulations of meats, 
fruits and vegetables in Edmon- 
ton, were discussed at the first 
fall meeting of the Edmonton 
Consumers’ League at the city 
library Monday evening. 
Alderman Guy Patterson, K.C., 
presided. S. W. Sheppard, dominion 
government grading supervisor at 
the Edmonton stockyards, and S. E 
Russell, well-known city fruit and 
vegetable dealer, were the guest 
speakers. 

SEES SHORTAGES 1 

Mr. Sheppard dealt with the 
question of filling the dominion 
quota for pork and beef for Great 
Britain and warned that Canadians 
may be faced with minor shortages 
before the 1942-43 quotas will be 
filled. 

He described the beef grading 
system at Vancouver whereby cus- 
tomers have a clear-cut selection of 
five grades of beef in any store in 
the city. 

Following his address the meet- 
ing passed a resolution asking 
that the Consumers League ex- 
ecutive receive details of the 
grading system from Vancouver 
then take steps to request the Ed- 
monton council to institute a sim- 
ilar system here. 

Another resolution asking auth- 
orities at Ottawa to order the dis- 
tribution of ratiened beef to large 
and small retailers on an equitable 
basis, was also passed. 


UNIFORM WEIGHT 

Mr. Russell spoke of the many 
discrepancies that exist with respect 
to the weights and measures now 
being used by vegetable and fruit 
vendors. He urged a uniform weight 
for fruits and vegetable containers 
and grading fp for potatoes. 


Educationist 
Cites Need of 
Financial Aid 


Plans now under way towards 
the placing of the responsibility 
of financing Canada’s educational 
system in the hands of the Do- 
minion government, were ex- 
pounded by Charles Crutchfield, 
Shawinigan Falls, P.@., general 
secretary of the Canadian Teach- 
ers’ Federation, at a dinner meet- 
ing arranged in his honor at the 
Corona hotel Monday evening. 
Mr. Crutchfield arrived in Ed- 

monton on his way east after at- 
tending the annual conference of 
the Canada and Newfoundland 
Education Association at Victoria, 
B.C., last week. 

He is spending two days in the| 
city conferring with R. E. Shaul, 
president of the Canadian Teachers’ 
Federation, and officials of the Al- 
berta Teachers’ Association. 


OUTLINES PLANS 


Mr. Crutchfield reviewed the 
phases of the Victoria convention 
that dealt with national educational 
matters, especially those pertaining 
to financial aid from the Dominion 
government. 

He spoke enthusiastically of a 
report issued to the Victoria con- 
vention by Dr. Cyril James, chair- 
man of the Dominion committee 
on post - war reconstruction, 
wherein he asked educationists 
to make a survey of the needs of 
education across Canada and to 
report their findings to Ottawa 
by next February. | 

It was intimated that millions of | 
dollars would be forthcoming from 
Ottawa once this research is com- 
pleted, Mr. Crutchfield stated. 

A committee that will take charge | 
of the survey was appointed with 
Dr. W. P. Percival, president of the 
Canada and Newfoundland Educa- 
tion Association, as chairman, Mr. 
Crutchfield announced. 


URGES SUPPORT 

The C.T.F. secretary spoke} 
strongly in support of the establish- 
ment of a C.T.F. secretariat at Ot- 
tawa as soon as possible and urged 
that support from teachers of all 
provinces would be essential before 
such a post at Ottawa could be 


adequately financed | 
Mr. Crutchfield also announced 
that Elliott M. Little, director of 


national selective service, has asked 
the educational authorities to assist 
with the establishment of provincial 
local sub-commit- 
tees whose functions it would be to 
persuade children to remain in 
schools to finish their educational 
pursuits and thus be of ti«...mum 
value for war work. There was some 
suggestion that permits be issued 
only to those who graduated. Mr. 


He stated that the C.T.F. has a 
definite place in the scheme of 
national education and enumer- 
ated several instances wherein its 
executive officials have had to 
exercise important duties at Ot- 
tawa on behalf of Canadian teach- 
ers in matters of war legislation. 


If the C.T.F. does nothing more 
than work towards the raising of 
the prestige of teachers sufficiently 
to have teachers universally recog- 
nized as a professional body, the 
C.T.F. will have served its purpose, 
Mr. Crutchfield stated 

It is most essential that schools 
be staffed by carefully selected, 
well paid teachers, and this object 
is the prime or in the minds of the 
officials of the C.T.F., he said

shrewdly directed 

Sixty per cent of the attacking 
force was lost, the armored units 


were unable to get their tanks in 
land army co-operation aircraft 
failed to stop the Germans bring- 
ing up mobile artillery and gener- 
ally shifting their forces about to 
suit the plan of the attack. Mention 
is made of a chance encounter with 
German armed vessels escorting a 
tanker, which raises the question as 
to the efficacy of the aerial recon-| 
naissance. which might have noted 
the position of vessels the 
evening before, and suggests that a 
sereen of torpedo boats deployed 
along the approaches to the propos- 
ed water route well in advance 
might have intercepted such enemy 
shipping and engaged it. Such en- 
gagements are not infrequent, and 
the enemy would attach no special 
significance to the incident 

And, finally, the question arises 
whether, having lost the advantage 
of surprise, which is essential to a 
raid rather than a full-scale inva- 
attack should have been 
prosecuted at all 


SOME THINGS OMITTED 

It is fruitless and unwise to con- | 
demn the conduct of a military 
operation without full and complete 
knowledge of the circumstances. | 
But it is reasonable to expect a cer- 
tain amount of economy in the use} 
of life and material when the objec- 
tives sought are not of paramount | 
military importance. There is 
nothing in the report of Dieppe to} 
suggest that any objectives were) 
reached which would warrant such| 
a lavish use of force. 

Perhaps important information 
was obtained as a result of the 
raid, but it is almost certain that 
equally important information was 
imparted to the Germans, who have 
been given ample time to digest it 
and profit by it. It would seem that 
dive-bombers could have been used 
to some advantage to prevent the | 
enemy from shifting mobile forces! 
and artillery to the points of attack; | 
that infiltration tactics could have| 
been used in advance of the main} 
assault to cripple the enemy's com- 
muncation system; and that para- 
@hutists and glider-borne troops) 
could have created a diversion and} 
enough confusion to permit the 
establish nent of a firm foothold. | 

We are all vitally concerned in| 
these matters, and it must not be} 
regarded as presumptious in civil- 
ians to question the wisdom and 
judgment of those in whose keep- 
ing are the lives of many men and 
the success of a vital cause,

conceived, adequately planned and 
shrewdly directed 

Sixty per cent of the attacking 
force was lost, the armored units 


were unable to get their tanks in 
land, army co-operation aircraft 
failed to stop the Germans pring 
ing up mobile artillery and gener- 
ally shifting their forees about to 
suit the plan of the attack Mention 
is made of a chance encounter with 
German armed vessels escorting a 
tanker, which raises the question as 
to the efficacy of the aerial recon-| 
naissance. which might have noted | 
the position of these vessels the 
evening before, and suggests that a 
screen of torpedo boats deployed | 
along the approaches to the propos- 
ed water route well in adv ance | 
might have intercepted such enemy 
shipping and engaged it. Such en- 
gagements are not infrequent, and} 
the enemy would attach no special | 
significance to the incident 


And, finally, the question arises 
whether, having lost the advantage 
of surprise, which is essential to a 


raid rather than a full-scale inva- 
the attack should have been 
prosecuted at all 


SOME THINGS OMITTED | 

It is fruitless and unwise to con- 
demn the conduct of a military | 
operation without full and complete | 
knowledge of the circumstances. | 
But it is reasonable to expect a cer- 
tain amvuuut of economy in the use 
of life and material when the objec-| 
tives sought are not of paramount 
military importance. There is 
nothing in the report of Dieppe to} 
Suggest that any objectives were) 
reached which would warrant such! 
a lavish use of force. 

Perhaps important information} 
was obtained as a result of the 
raid, but it is almost certain that 
equally important information was 
imparted to the Germans, who have 
been given ample time to digest it 
and profit by it. It would seem that 
dive-bombers could have been used 
to some advantage to prevent the} 
enemy from shifting mobile forces! 
and artillery to the points of attack; 
that infiltration tactics could have | 
been used in advance of the main} 
assault to cripple the enemy's com- 
muncation system; and that para- 
Chutists and glider-borne troops 
could have created a diversion and} 
enough confusion to permit the) 
establishment of a firm foothold. 

We are all vitally concerned in 
these matters, and it must not be}
